Great Falls Shown to Have Played by 
No Means a Minor Part in 
the Conflict. 


Aside from the marvelous beauty 
of Niagara falls, it is a great eco- 
| nomic asset. 
stream at the falls and in the rapids 
just above would produce a water 
power equal to 3,000,000 horscpow- 


power would involve the diversion 
| of the river from its channel and the 
destruction of the cataracts as a 
; scenic feature. 

After a beginning had been roade 
in the utilization of the power by 
appropriating a part of the water, 
agitation was begun by champions 
of scenic beauty wifich resulted in a 
treaty being signed by the govern- 
; ments pf the United States and 
Canada regulating the amount of 
water that might be used for power 
purposes. 

By. means of powerful -grinding 
machinery ‘made possible by the tre- 
mendous force of the falls, Niagara 
played a big part in war prepara- 
tions. It lengthened the lives of big 
‘guns, multiplied the power and 
number of shells, protected engine 
axles and car wheels from failure in 
the rush of material to the front. All 
those and many other things 
Niagara was able to do without de- 
tracting materially from its beauty 
and without exhausting the amount 
of water allowed by the treaty.

DAILY RADIOS TO SCOUTS 


By arrangement with the navy de 
partment, wireless messages from the 
National Council headquarters of the 
Boy Scouts of America to its 400 local 
councils and as many of the 17,000 
troops of scouts In all states and ter- 
ritories as can be reached, are being 
sent out every evening from the radio 
statian of the Third naval district Io 
New York. 

This has heen made possible hy an 
order from Secretary .Daniels predi- 
Cated Upon the mavy s appreciation of 
the war service of radio operators who 
learned wireless telegraphy as ama- 
teurs when scouts. The boy scouts 
National Council has a list of more 
than SOO amnteurs who are receiving 
these messages. They represent 41 
aitferent states. The messages are 
seut at slow speed, making It possible 
for the scout with a home-made set to 
receive. 

Local councils are requested to take 
the following steps immediately: 

Nagify the national council office In 
New York of thelr willingness to co- 
operate, 

Tesignate one or more scouts as of- 
flein] operators and charge them with 
the responsibility of standing by at the 
hour of transiission, recelving official 
messages nady immediately  transioit- 
thoy them to the scout executive. 

Consider the matter of muaintaloing 
licensed amateur transmitting stations 
through which to relay official mes- 
Sages to troops In smaller towns where 
receiving apparatus of limited range 
may be in use. 

Secure the advice and assistance of 
a local radio expert. 

Ask the official scout operators to 
bexin at once to copy the daily ama-

Seasonable Dishes. 

When the family enjoys a few nutty 
doughnuts try this simple recipe which 
makes a dozen and a half the size 
of an egg: 


Drop Doughnuts. 

Take one-half cupful each of sugar 
and milk, one and one-half cupfuls of 
flour, one egg and one teaspoonful of 
baking powder, salt, ginger and grated 
lemon rind. Beat the egg white, add 
the sugar gradually, then the beaten 
yolk, a grating of lemon rind, a pinch 
of ginger and a quarter of teaspoon- 
ful of salt, milk and flour sifted with 
the baking powder. Drop by teaspoon- 
fuls into hot fat and roll in powdered 
sugar. : 


Egg and Ph Salad. 

Oook three eggs until hard, cut in 
two lengthwise and remove the yolks. 
Rub the yolks through a sieve with 
four sardines, season with salt, pepper 
and add enough cream or oil to make 
a paste. Shape into balls. Shred the 
whites of the eggs with a sharp knife 
and mix twice the quantity of finely 
cut celery. Arrange on a nest of let- 
tuce and drop the balls of egg paste 
upon the salad. Serve with mayon- 
naise. 

Normandy Salad. 

Cut three cucumbers and three hard- 
cooked eggs in dice, add a cupful of 
minced ollve, half a eupful of pecans 
or Walnut meats broken in bits and 
mayonnaise. Serve on lettuce. 

Coffee Blanc Mange. 

Take two cupfuls each of coffee and 
milk. Add four tablespoonfuls of corn 
starch, four tablespoonfuls of sugar 
to a little of the cold milk. Cook until 
it thickens, then pour into a wet mold 
and chill. Serve with whipped cream. 

Celery and Pineapple Salad. 

Use equal parts of celery and pine- 
apple, cut fine. Sprinkle with French 
dressing and chill. When ready to 
serve add a few pounded almonds to 
a mayonnaise dressing and serve gar- 
nished with shredded almonds on let- 


tuce. a 


Egg and Cheese Salad. 

Slice half a dozen  hard-cooked 
eggs, line a salad dish with lettuce and 
arrange a layer of eggs on the lettuce, 
then sprinkle thickly with grated 
cheese. Add cream to mayonnaise 
and spread ua layer over the cheese, 
then a finely minced cucumber and the 
remainder of the eggs. Cover with 
mayonnaise and sprinkle with cheese. 
Serve cold.

BREAK FOWL OF BROODINESS | 


Hen Should Be Confined to Small Coop 
Raised Off Ground, Preferably 
With Slat Bottom. 


When hens become proody, they 
should be “broken up” as quickly as 
Possible, for the sooner this is done 
the sooner they will resume laying. 
To break a hen of broodiness she 
should be confined to a small coop 
raised off the ground, preferably with 
a silat bottom. Give her:plenty of wa- 
ter to drink; she may be fed or not, 
as desired. Not much difference will 
be found in the time required to break 
her of broodiness, whether she is fed 
or made to fast, United States depart- 
ment of agriculture poultry specialists 
say. Usually from three to six days’ 
confinement will break her, but some 
hens require 10 to 12 days. 

The broody hen will be recognized 
by her inclination to stay on the nest 
at night, the ruffling of her feathers and 
her picking at anyone who approaches 
her, and by the clucking noise she 
makes. The fact that her broodiness 
has been broken up can be recognized 
by the disappearance of these symp. 
toms,

Hen Is Main Dependence for Increas- 
Ing Meat Supply—Farmee Must 
Determine for Himself. 


The hen, first and Jast, is the main 
dependence for increasing the supply 
of white meat and eggs on a farm, but 
she requires the ald of turkeys, 
guineas, geese, and ducks just ag, on a 
dairy farm, the cow requires the aid 
@C pigs, sheep, and goats. The setting 
of the standard at 100 hens per farm 
is safe, but no such arbitrary stand 
ard can be set for the other kinds of 
poultry, say the poultry specialists of 
the United States department of ag- 
riculture. 

The small farm, with grain flelds of 
neighboring farms in proximity to the 
barn aud dooryard, would, perhaps, be 
better without turkeys. The farm 
through which no streams run and 
which has no large pond would per- 
haps be better without ducks. But 
the circumscribed farm on which tur- 
keys would be a disadvantage may be 
well supplied with streams and ponds 
so that ducks would be unusually 
profitable, and the farm that has no 
streams and ponds may have large 
range for turkeys. Each farm family 
will have to determine for itself what

poultry can be profitably kept in ad- 
dition to 100 hens, bearing in mind 
always that an adequate number 
should be kept of all kinds for which 
free range can be found. 


FOOD SUPPLY FOR CHICKENS 


Mineral, Nitrogenous and Carbon. 
aceous Constituents Should Be 
Furnished for Hens. 

In supplying feed to fowls, there are 
three kinds of constituents which 
should be present in certain fairly well 
fixed proportions if the desired results 
are to be obtained most economically. 
These constituents are mineral, ol- 
trogenous, and carbonaceous, all of 
which are contained in corn, wheat, 
oats, and barley, but not In the right 
proportions to give the greatest egg 
yield. In addition, some animal feed 
and green feed should be supplied.— 
United States Department of Agricul-
